To-day  the  country  Is  flooded  with  erory 
kind  of  reading  matter,  some  excellent, 
poor,  some  worse  than  nothing.

1,  and  In  many  coses,  blood  curdling 
bnvc  reached  and  flud  many  eagerly 
purchasers. 
Every  year  soft,  however,  soruo  iuiprnvo- 

The  boya  who  oven  ten  or  twelve  years 
ago  road  those  trashy  dime  novels,  tbov 
being  cheap  and  .0  within  their  reaoh,  can 
to-day  for  tbo  same  sum  pnrehaso  tlio 
andanl  works  of  many  of  our  best  au- 
lort  printed  iu  tbe  chop  editions. 
Speakleg  ol  tlie  lew  class  of  read  in 
latter,  tha  writor  la  reminded  that  som 
yonrs  ago  when  in  Boston,  on  an  ooeasln 
of  n  grand  procession,  w  ben  nil  the  nsscn 
bled  crowd  wero  wnltlng  with  oxpcclai 
faces  for  It  to  draw  ncai,  ef  seeing  a  nlcoly 
dressed  llllloboy  sealed  on  ibo  curbstono, 
heedless  of  the  noisy  crowd,  Intently  read- 
ing. 

The  boy  was  not  more  than  seven  or 
eight  years  old,  and  wi 
looking  little  fellow,  il 
waist  and  short  palita  of  thut  age. 

Glancing  over  Ids  shoulder  we  m 
tbo  title  of  ibo  story  bo  was  reading 
"The  Robbers  of  tho  Tomb."

tables  of  our  ancestors,  wero  tbo'  Psalma 
of  David,"  In  verse,  primed  lu  Botton  la 
1705.   This  was  In  almost  every  household. 

Tho  "Sorrow,  of  Worter"  was  ons  of 
Hie  best  read  works,  snd  to-day  Is  quoted 
from  and  admired  by  some. 

The  "Adventnrss  of  Tolemacbns  In 
search  of  his  father,  Ulyaae*,"  also  comes 

"Paul  and  Virginia,"  "Tho  Myatenes 
of  Udolpbo,"  snd  many  others.  Lator  on 
wo  hnve  the  "Cltlxen  of  tho  World,"  eon- 
alating  of  a  aeries  of  letters  by  a  Chinese 
philosopher  residing  la  London,  to  his 
friend*  In  tbo  East,  hy  '-Oliver  Goldsmith," 
contslalng  many  reflections  apon  life  In 
London.  Such  books  as  tbosc  were  gives 
to  tho  yonag  boya  and  girla  of  tho  times. 

Tbo  "Bcanliea  of  Rtcrne,"  a  book  includ- 
ing many  of  his  sermons,  letters,  pathetic 
tales  nnd  humorous  descriptions,  a  motley 
collection  Indeed.  It  will  be  seen  by  this 
that  tbo  title  did  not  refer  toStems's  looks 
or  general  appearance. 

Madam  Glassc's  cook  book  was  Indis- 
pensable. Among  many  of  tbe  qnsint  re- 
ceipts for  cooking  is  nne  for  cooking  Hare 
aoup,  beginning  "First  catob  yonr  bare," 
which  was  wry  eacseniinl.of  course,  unless 
you  used  aomntlilng  else  In  place  of  it.

"Youog's  Night  Tbougbta,"e  blank  virse 
collectlou  hy  Dr.  Edward  Young,  oa  llfo 
nnd  d>  atb.  It  was  Ibis  gentleman'a  habit 
of  walking  at  midnight  In  tbe  grave-yard 
aud  communing  with  himself.  Rather  Im- 
prudent wo  abenld  say. 

"Meditations  among  tho  Tombs,"  by 
Rev.  Jamos  Hervey  found  many  readers, 
and  was  ononf  the  heat  printed  books  of 
the  day. 

Wo  might  auggest  that  It  woald  not  be  a 
bad  Idea  If  some  of  our  cltixeas  wonld  go 
luto  our  own  cemetery,  uot  st  midnight, 
but  in  open  daylight  and  meditate  apon 
tho  general  neglect  of  their  harlal  lots, 
whothor  or  no  It  might  lead  to  some  good. 

Tho  books  of  those  days  come  down  to 
us  with  tbo  plain  cover  and  fnnay  old 
fashioned  type,  In  good  condition  showing 
what  care  was  token  of  them  by  yoong 
and  old  wbon  tbey  were  now. 

To  day  with  our  I'ubllo  Library,  wltb 
any  book  at  our  command,  we  caa  hardly 
appreciate  tbc  situation. 

With  all  tbo  bealtby,  wholesome  reading 
of  these  days,  may  tho  yonag  peoplo  dis- 
caid  the  coarser  sort  and  so  Improvo  their 
minds  that  when  they  dlo,  their  Uvea  may 
bo  to  all  an  open  book.

About  thirty  wars  ago  Mas 
Mar.  *  V  Thomas,  of  M»r*hfi*M,  de 
po.ited  a  turn  of  money  in  the  Ply- 
m«>  ::h  Sannip  lianfc,  *ith  the  w* 
after  it  had  sufficiently  accumulated 
to  honor  the,  first  settlers,  front  one  01 
more  of  whom  she  was  a  descendant, 
bv  a  suitable  memorial.  Mi«s  Thom- 
as did  not  live  to  see  her  contemplated 
wvwk  acco»nplished.  lairing  the  last 
year,  however.  I)er  sister.  Miss  Sarah 
Thomas,  findinRthe  deposit  andaccu 
mutations  sufficient,  took  ste|vs  to 
Cirry  out  her  sister's  wishes  and  with 
rhe  ad  rice  and  assistance  of  friends 
Ihe  monument  has  been  finally  con- 
structed ami  put  in  place  hy  Mr.  Rob- 
ert Clark  of.  Plymouth.  It  consists  of  a 
base  four  feet  square  and  one  foot  six 
inches  hi^h,  a  plinth  two  feet  eleven 
inches  squ.irv  and  one  toot  two  inches 
hi^h,  a  shaft  two  feet  five  iiicl.es 
square  at  its  base  and  four-fect  seven 
incite*  h^h,  and  a  cap  three  feet 
square  and  one  foot  ten  inches  high. 
The  whole  is  nine  feet  one  inch  in 
height,  and  except  tbe  shaft,  is  con- 
structed of  finely  hammered  granite. 
The  shaft  is  of  polished  granite  and 
bears  on  its  four  sides  the  names  of 
the  first  settlers  at  Green  Harbor  with 
those  of  their  wives,  seventy  one  in 
number.
